Bummer cmmplng plans tor children 
should not M altered because of tear 
of poUo oiietbreaks this year, par- 
ents were ftdvlsed today by the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 

chances ot a child In camp 
contracting infantile paralyabi see 
to be no greater' than those ol 
child at home, said Dr. Hart E. Van 
Riper, medlced director of the March 
ot D lines organltallon. 

Studies in polio epidemic areas 
beglnnlnB in IBtB, the year which 
"nnrtnrsfintMfnumtwr of reported 
coBCB in U.S. history, conllrm the 
iplnion that communities, ichooli 
and camps should not disturb 
unnecessarily change the normal 
ittcrn al their activity. -ho. said — 
The National Foundation has jiltt 
published K report entitled "Polio In 
Relation to Camping" covering the 
latest information on camps In the 
Mo season. 

Kven In a year ot high polio In- 
cidence, the report recommends 
camps may be opened as usual In 
any area where there Is no actual i 
outbreak. However- children should
